NAVAL GUN TELESCOPES, ° 


Device That Made Possible Accurate 
Long Range Firing. 

It was about the year 1885 that the 
telescope was first tested in conjunc: 
\lon with the firing of p modern gun. 
Tbe tremendous concussion broke the 
ens, however, so that in order to use it 
at all the telescope had ‘to be detached 
from the gun before firing, thereby 
entailing a loss of several seconds in 
time after aim bad been taken. 

Later, to obviate this defect, the 
telescope was adjusted to the axis of 
the gun by a system of parallel arms 
moving up and down in unison with 


‘) the gun, though detached from it. ‘This 


of course was a great improvement, 
but there were still grave practical de- 
tects. 

Well, along in the early nineties Hen- 
ry OC. Mustin, a young midshipman at 
Annapolis, lean faced and square of 
jaw, built like a medium sized Her- 
cules, quiet mannered, but a bulldog in 
the football field, interested himself in 
the study of optics. Naturally enough, 
his thoughts were directed to the de- 
fective lenses of the gun telescopes. 
The lenses broke when the guns were 
fired; therefore it was necessary to in; 
vent a nonbreakable Jens, 

One day years later, while station- 
ed in Washington, Mustin called a few 
of his brother officers to the window 
near his desk on the second floor of a 
building in the navy yards. He show- 
ed them a lens with a metal band 
“shrunk” around its circumference. 
Then be opened the window and de- 
liberately threw the lens with all ‘his 
might upon the brick. pavement  be- 
low. The others knew of his pet bhob- 
by and thought be bad given it up in 
disgust and had taken this way of tell- 
ing them so. But he put on his bat, lit 
x cigarette and bade them follow him, 
fle led them down the stairs amid con- 
siderable joking and out to the spot 
where the lens lay on the pavement 
The glass was unbroken, The one 
ereat defect of the telescope sight had 
been overcome, and) Mustin bad made 
possible ‘the long range gunnery of 
the modern navy. ‘The thnd of the lit- 
tle glass disk with Its metal collar 
npon the brick pavement was the sig- 
nal for the nations to begin to build 
their Dreadnoughts.—American Maga- 
zine,

The Brewer's Year Book for 1911 


gives a table of statistics concerning 
the drink traffic that disproves this| 
statement. It is ‘not always safe’ 


to accept stakPstics os they come to’ 
us from distillers and brewers, but no 
one expects them to give out matter 
to their own hurt that is untrue. 

A writer in the Northwestern’ Chris- 
tian. Advocate has taken the figures 
from the Brewer's Journal, and mas- 
sed the states into three groups. The 
first group contains the nine states | 
that-are legally dry under constitu-- 
fional or statutory’ enactments. 
next groups the fifteen states that 
are working under Local Option laws, 
The third group consists of the twen- 
ty-seven states where the. open saloon 


has little or no opposition 2 © con- 
tend with. f 
In the nine prohibition ‘states at | 


least five have used a little less that 
one and one-tenth gallons for each 
inhabitant in the entire state, and for 
the hine states the average’ per capita 
is 1.85 gallons. 

In the fifteen Local Option. states 
there is only one where the consump- 
tion is less than 1.10 for each indivi- 
dual and for the entire fifteen states 
it is 4.37 gallons per. capita a little 
over three times the amount consuni 
in the prohibition states. 

But when we come to. the twenty-- 
seven Saloon states there is a irarvel: 
lous change. ‘The lowest number of 
gallons used in ‘any one of this group 
is 10.77 for each individual, while the 
highest is 64.51. The average sales 
| for the twenty-seven states is 25.23 
gallons per capita, which is nearly 
six times as great as the Local. Op-- 
tiongroup of fifteen states and over 
eighteen. times as great as in the 
group of nine prohibition states. 

These figures, as givin by the liq- 
vor men in their year book, certainly 
refute that prohibition legislation al- 
ong any line does not decrease sales. 
There is no class of men who know to 
a surety that liquor sales are less in 
territory that) is legally dry than 
the men who have liquor. to sell, and 
that is the reason they are so bitter- 
ly opposing prohibition, either under 
Constitutional, statutory or Local Op 
tion methods.—Kansas Issue.,
